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ACCOUNT of the LIFE 
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AUTHOR. 


IT is natural to entertain a curiofity 
concerning the perfons, the qualities, 
and the adventures, of thofe who have 
diftinguifhcd themfelves by their fingu- 
larities, or their genius. It is thence 
; highly proper that the Editor of the foU 
7~ lowing ftieets fhould collcft all the no- 
tices which have gone abroad on the fub« 
jed: of their Author. 

For the fingularicy, if not the extent of 
his genius, it may be obferved, that 
George Alexander Stevens has not perhaps 
V left behind him one perfon with whom 
O he' may be compared. 
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His^origin is not accurately known ; 
but we have been informed that he was 
born in London, about Holborn. He 
was the fon of a tradefman, and brought 
up with a view to fome mechanical em- 
ployment. The obfcurity of his birth 
has^ caft a veil over the early part of his 
life. Whether diffipation, prodigality, 
want, idlenefs, profligacy, or inclination, 
led him to employ his talents in public, 
we are unable to determine ; but the firft 
notice we meet with concerning him, is 
as a flroUing player in one of the pro- 
vincial companies, whofe chief head quar- 
ters were- at Lincoln, where he performed 
fome time *. His o.wn account of bim- 
felf, ex traded from a poem, called, * Re^ 
ligion, or the Libertine Repentant,' 8vO. 
1751, affords us every reafon to fuppofe 
thfft the tenor of his life had not been 
much influenced by the-rules of piety or 
virtue. Thus he defcribes himfclf : 


** By chance condcmn'd to wander from my Liiih, 
An erring exile o'er the face of earth ; 
Wild through the world of vice— licentious race I 
I've ftarted folly, and enjoy'd the chacc j 
ricasM with each paflion, I purfu'd their aim, 
Chcer'd the gay pack, and grafp'd the guilty game ; 

Rcvcll'd 

* BlographisL Drainauca,Vo\.\% 
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Hevell "d regardlefs, leapM refie£lion o*cr, 
Till youth, till heahh, fame, fortune, are no inore» 
Too late I feel the thought-corroding pain 
Of /harp remembrance aod fevere difdain : 
Each painted pleafure its avenger breeds, 
Sorrow^s fad train to Riot's troop fucceeds ; 
Slow wafting ficknefs fteals on fwift debauch ; 
Contempt on pride, pale want on wafte approach." 


This poem was written during a fit of 
illnefs, and probably made no longer im* 
predion than until health returned. 

The next year, 1752, he was perform- 
ing in Dublin ; and while there, pub- 
lilhed a burlefque tragedy, called * Diftrefs 
upon Diftrefs,' which does not appear to 
have been afted. The year following he 
came to London, and obtained an en- 
gagement at Covent- Garden Theatre; 
where he performed without any ap- 
plaufe, which indeed his performances on 
the ftage were in no rcfpedt intitled to. 
lo 1754? he publiflied a poem, called 
* The Birth-Day of Folly,' in imitation 
of The Dunciad ^ but proceeded in the 
defjgn no further than the firft book. In 
January 1755, the Theatre in the Hay- 
market was opened with an entertainment 
ridiculing Macklin's Britifli I-nquifition, 
and called * The Female Inquifition.. By 
8 aUid^? 
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a Lady/ It was fuppofed to be writfen 
by our author, who delivered a Proemium 
and Perorati6n ; but though aided by the 
affiftance of Mifs Ifabella Wilkinfon's 
performances on the wire, it ended with- 
out any advantage to the adventurers, 
after being four times repeated. 

At this period Mr. Stevens was cele- 
brated at the feveral convivial focieties 
then in being, of which there was a great 
number, as, the Choice Spirits, High Bor- 
lace, Conius's Court, &c. and wrote 
many of the fongs he has fincc been ap- 
plauded for. His finances were generally 
at a low ebb, and his perfon in durance. 
He experienced the extremes of mirth and 
jollity, as well as want and dependance •, 
and led a life, if unftained by crimes, yet 
defpicable for its meannefs and irregula- 
rity. He ufually wrote pieces of humour 
for Shuter, to deliver at his benefit; and 
we believe was the author of a Droll, 
afted at Bartholomew Fair by that Come- 
dian in the year 1759, called, ' The 
French flogged, or, the Britifh Sailors in 
America.* In 1760, he publifhed a novel, 
in 2 vols, called, * The Hiftory of Tom 
Fool-,' and in 1761 began a periodical 
publication, entitled * The Beauties of the 
Magazines.* la 1763, he gave the public 

- * fomc 
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fome entertainment at the expence of his 
friend Shuter and Nancy Dawfan, in* The 
Dramatic Hiftory of Mailer Edward, Mr3 
Ann, and others, the extraordinaries of 
-thefe times,' 1 2mo.* — For Shuter Jie com- 
pofed the firft Sketch of his Led u re on 
Heads, which is faid to have owed its 


* Of this work, of which the merit is very con- 
fiderable, we now prefent to the public an ele- 
gant edition, with the iaft' corre£lions of the 
author; and caibelliihed with a variety of coppw^' 
plate . 

He appears at this time to have been at va- 
riance with -Shuter. In page 145, Mifs Ann 
fpeaks of them both in thefe terms:—** I will 
fay that for ypu Ned, that your gratitude and my 
virtue are two very fine things, if any body cool4 
but tell where to find them. — There was 'whjat^s 
his name^ who wrote the Droll for you, and made 
you your '* Difti of all Sorts,*' and '* The Day of 
Tafte,*' and feveral Comic Songs, which have 
been of fuch fervice to you in your benefits, both 
in town and in the country, how did you ferve 
him ? Did not you expofe him falfely and fcanda- 
louily ; and flrive, by whatyou faid of him public* 
iy in fome of the moft infamous bawdy-houfes that 
you frequent, to render him contemptible ? And 
he had never done any thing, to my knowledge, 
to merit fuch treatment. — 1 wifli he would write 
ibmething about you ; I wi(h he would : nothing 
bexould print againft you, could be half fo bad as 
the abufe you have loaded him with, Neddy— ^ 
but he don't value you — ^-nor I neither," 
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origin to his meeting, in one of his 
ftrolling cxcurCons, with a country me-. 
chanic who defcribed the members of the 
corporation with great force of humour. 
Whether the humour of. the piece was 
not congenial with that of Shuier, or 
whether he was inadequate to the tafk, it 
is certain it was at firft fcarccly noticed. 
Luckily for the author, he wasprofnpted 
to enlarge his plan, and having furnifbed 
himfelf with a complete apparatus, he 
went into the country, and repeated his 
Ledure with fo much fuccefs at various 
places, that he was foon enabled to amafs 
and remit home feveral large fums of 
money; by which he Icciired himfelf in 
affluence during the reft of his life. 

In April 1 764, he commenced his lec- 
ture at the Haymarkct, greatly to the 
advantage of his fortune and reputation. 
He afterwards travelled over every part 
of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and 
even made a trip to North America; 
and at every place met the mod flatter- 
ing and generous reception. 

After the Ledure on Heads had ap- 
parently been repeated often enough to 
lofe fome of its cffcd, he compofed ano- 
ther entertainment of the like kind, call- 
ed, * The Supplement,' being a new Lec- 
ture 


ture upon Heads, Portraits, and whole 
Lengths. It began in February ijr66j 
but notwithftandtng the Lc€turcr*s ac- 
knowledged reputation, it was coldly 
received, and ended with fix nights 
pcrfomfiances. It was tried again the 
next year, but with little more fucccfs, 
being repeated only fcvcn nights. 

The money he had acquired by means 
of his Lecture having made the drudgery 
of literature unncceOary to him, we do 
not find that he produced any perform- 
ancc until January 1770, when * The 
Court of Alexander,* a burletta, fct by 
Dr. Fiiher, was adled at Covent^Garden, 
with at leail as much applaufe as either 
the author or compofer deferred. In 
1772, owihg to a pirated edition of his 
Songs being publifhed at Whitehaven, 
he printed a genuine Coileftioa of them 
at Oxford, in odtavo. In 1773 appeared 
• The Trip to Portfmouth,' a comic 
(ketch, adled at the Hay market, con- 
lifting of a few detached fcenes, begun 
and finiflied in five days. He perform-* 
ed in tliis piece for the laft time himfei^ 
and afterwards repeated his Le6lare on 
Heads both in London and fevcral other 
places, when, at length, finding his fa* 
culties become impaired, he Ibid thepco* 
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perty irt his work to Mr. Lee Lewes, ^ 
comedian of fome eminence, who en- 
deavoured, but without fuccefs, to catch 
the fpirit of the original author. The 
Le6fcure on Heads will probably never 
again meet with the favour it formerly 
obtained. 

It was his misfortune that his mind 
and body did not keep pace with each 
other in their decay. He funk by de- 
grees into a ftatc of all others the mofl: 
diftrcfling to thofe who have any con- 
nexions, either of friendftiip or confaa- 
guinity, with a perfon fo unhappily cir- 
cumftanced. He retained his bodily fa- 
culties after his mind had loft its powd- 
ers, and exhibited a miferable fpe£tacle 
of idiotifm and fatuity. At length, af- 
ter feveral years remaining in this condi- 
tion, he died at Baldock, in Hertford- 
fcirc, September 6, 1784. 

The wit of this fingular man was mofl: 
uncommon. But while it was eccentric 
and extravagant, it had the efFeft to en- 
tertain, as well as to furprize. His 
knowledge of the world was mofl ex- 
ten five; and arofe out of the endlefs^ va- 
riety of his adventures. He penetrated 
with eafe into charafters of every de- 
feription -, and he could hit them off 

with 
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^ith thofe fortunate touches which pro- 
ceed only from the pencil of a maftcf. 
His Tivacity difpofed him to gaiety ; and 
his powers of humour were various and 
irrefiftible. His fongs were fo pointedly 
excellent, and fo peculiarly his own, that 
chey could not be imitated, and have 
never been furpaflcd. His Ufe was de- 
voted to feftivities and extravagancies of 
every kind ; and his writings, while they 
exhibit the e/ratic whimfies of his fancy, 
hold out to remark, a pifture which de- 
ferves attention from its wildnefs and 
oxiginality.

A certaia 
Won^an at Utrecht, being with child, was 
frighted with the fight of a negro, and appre- 
hended to be delivered of a perfeft bla<;k ; but 
at lalK recoil e£ling her felf, (he made ufe'of a 
fecon(} imagination, to prevent the danger front- 
the firft ; for (he waflied herfelf from head to 
foot, with hot wat»er, to clear tlje child from 
Micknefc, The tjme of her delW^rj btuvi^ 
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•ome, the child was born with all his teeth, 
and appeared perfe£Hy white,* except thofe 
places, the hot water did not reach. 

III. By ditto. A child was born in Normandy 
with horns upon his head, and cloven feet, and 
he proved afterwards to be a man of extraordi- 
nary fenfe and judgment : the occafion of xhat 
inisfortune was, that his father having repre- 
fented afatyr upon the ftage, had the knowledge 
of his wife in that ridiculous drefs.

cution. 

Y^iXhtv Malebranche proceeds to explain this 
ftrange accident : children, fays he, fee what 
their mothers fee ; they hear the fame cries, they 
receive the fame impreiEons of the objects, and 
are moved by the fame paffions ; all the blows 
given to the malefador. did violently ftrike the 
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mother's imagmatton ; and by the counterblow, 

the tender and fpft brain of the child.- The 

fibres of the child's brain, not being able to rcr 
fift the torrent of the fpirits, were broken ; 
that's the reafon why he came into the world 
without undcrftanding. The violent courft of 
the mother's animal fpirits went with force froni 
her brains to the feveral parts of her body, 
which anfwered to the parts, of the malefadlor: 

'twas the fame in the child- but becaufe^thc 

bones of the mother were capable to refift the 
violence of the fpirits, they were not wounded. 
But this rapid ftream of the fpirits was capable 
to carry away the foft and tencjer parts of the 
bones of the child ; and 'tis to de obferved, that 
It the mother had determined the motion of the 
fpirits, toward any other part of the body, her 
child had not had his bones broke; but that 
part which anfwered to the part towards which 
the mother determined her fpirits had been fore- 
ly wounded, 

Vf, A gentlewoman of Helfenor, fays 2?./r*. 
iholin^ \vas delivered of a great cat; whicl\, to 
the aftonifliment of the'aliiftants, ran away with 
great celerity, and was never feen afterwards — 
becaufe the lady was frightened with one. 

Vir. Bartholin alfo relates; Thaye it, he fa3's 
i^omjohn Nahoroujky-t a gentleman of Poland, 
and my good friend, that a woman of tliat 
country was brought to bed of two fmall iiflies, 
without fcales ; which were no foon(?r born, 
but they fw;\m iir the neighbouring watery,' as 
iraturally as others do ; becaufe tt^e lady did long 
for them; fo that you fee, my fiicnd Thomas, 
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look you, it is all the fame) according to the o- 
pinions of thefe learned people, whether a lady 
h fi;)ghted^ W whether a lady longs. 

Thomas; 

Well, let us hear fome more ftories^ in the 
Name of God. — 1 do love to hear fach things, 
to be fure ; but God help me, for my own fake, 
but to be fure I cannot believe all thefe things, 
fo well^ the fchoiars do, becaufe I have not 
their learning; but goon, do my friend, dogOx 
on. Which requeft David obeyed immediately. 

VIII. PhiUppus Meurs^ apoftolicil prothono- 
tary, sfnd cannon of St. Peter's in Louvain, a re- 
verend ancient man, affirmed unto me, aftd fe- 
veral 6therf, fays our author, Thomas FitmuSy 
that he h^d a fifter compleat in the refl of her 
body, but without a head. Inftead of which, 
was joined to her neck a fliell fifli, in the like-, 
ncfs of a fea-mufcle, made up of two fViClIs, 
which fliut ^nd opened ; and by which, from a 
i\ oon, fhe took her nourilhment. And this he 
iaid,^as occafioned, for that the mother with 
child with her had a ftrong defire after fome 
mufcles fhe b.eljeld in the market, but could not 
procure at that inftant. This filter of his lived 
m this monftrous condition, to be eleven yeafs 
old ; ajid then, by accident, happening angrily, 
and very ftrongly, to bite the fppon they fed her 
with, and breaking the fhells, died quickly after. 

Schifikius tells of a woman very big ; who^ 
limbng other difcourfes with her neighbours, ^ 
mention being made of her great belly, flie told 
ths;m, file reckoned about the time of Epiphany,

To be a man of fafhion, they think, is the 
excellence of .perfe£ypn j or they would not la- 
vifli fuch vaft fums for the encouragement of 
grooms, gamblers, pfoftitutes and rare-(hows; 
yhen fo many works ^f public utility become 
abortive, and fo many artifts pine away for w^ap^t 
of the hand of bounty, to bring them to life, 
for the fervice of .their country. 

Is it not a {^ame, thzt in fo noble a nation as 
England, renowned throughout the world for 
acts and arms, the major {)art of thofe, who 
fhould fet a better exajnple, only exhauft thqm* 
(elves and their fortune^, in ,an eterpal rouni 
of \ilits, cards, audions^ f^^^^^ fidlers, and

As to ballad-*{ingers and ballad-makers, the 
difference is trifling in regard of their merit ;

* The gentleman whom 1 got out of the water 
happened to be a Roin^n Catholic parfon, one 
whom they call in their lingo a Jefuit, and 
who had go* out of Portugal by ftealth. 

He was very ill while he was on board us^ ind 
I. tended him* So one day, as we lay off the. 
Wight, he Tent to Tpeak with me ; and when I 
came, he defired me to fit down by bim, and 
hear fometing he had to fay to me. 

Upon which, that I might be, as one may fay, 
ydrd arm and yard arm, with him, I got a coil of 
rope» clapt it aloft my fea cheft, brought it 
ak>ngfide his hammock, ib I fet down cm it, and 
t>ur heads were then on the fame latitude toge* 
ther.
